THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Sixth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of 
Macclesfield  for  the  year  1935. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  to  the 
middle  of  1935,  was  35,260,  an  increase  of  330  on  the  estimate 
for  1934. 

At  the  Census  taken  in  1931,  the  population  of  the 
Borough  was  34,902. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  is  12.5  compared  with  12.2 
in  1934. 

The  Death  Rate  is  11.7  compared  with  11.5  in  1934. 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  also  shows  a  slight  increase,  the 
rate  per  1,000  live  births  being  63,  compared  with  60  for  the 
year  1934. 

The  respective  rates  for  the  140  smaller  towns,  with  which 
Macclesfield  is  comparable,  arc  as  follows  : — Birth  Rate,  14.8; 
Death  Rate,  11.2;  Infant  Death  Rate,  55. 
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During  the  year,  125  eases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
occurred.  This  is  a  decrease  of  9,  compared  with  the  number 
notified  in  1934. 

On  April  1st,  1935,  Dr.  W.  It.  Addis,  Obstetric  Consultant 
to  the  Authority,  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Ante  and  Post  Natal  Clinics  upon  the  resignation  of  l)r. 
Margaret  Leetch  Lomas.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  three  diseases  caus¬ 
ing  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  are  Cancer,  Respiratory  Dis¬ 
eases  ( i.e .,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  etc.),  and  Tuberculosis.  64 
deaths  resulted  from  Cancer,  38  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis, 
and  22  from  Tuberculosis. 

Population. — The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931 
Census  was  34,905,  and  consisted  of  15,678  males  and  19,227 
females.  The  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  for  the  middle 
of  1935,  was  35,260.  This  figure  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  statistical  purposes  and  has  been  used  in  preparing 
the  statistics  contained  in  this  Report  with  the  exception  of 
those  figures  relating  to  the  six  wards  in  the  Borough,  when 
the  figures  are  those  given  in  the  Census  Return  for  1931. 

RAINFALL. 

A  record  of  the  Rainfall  in  the  Borough  is  taken  each  day 
from  the  rain  guage  in  the  West  Park  by  the  Parks  Superin¬ 
tendent,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  readings  given  below. 

The  Rainfall  for  the  year  1935  was  42.58  inches. 

The  daily  average  rainfall  was  0.12  inches  and  the  amount

The  total  numbers  of  live 

births  and  of  deaths  of 

residents 

in  the  Borough  during  1935,  were  440  and  448  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  8.  In 
1934  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  9. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  12.5  for  1935,  is  an  increase  of  0.3  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year,  but  is  low  compared  with  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (14.7),  the  121  Great  Towns  (14.8)  ;  the 
140  Smaller  Towns  (14.8)  and  for  London  (13.3). 

Factors  which  contribute  towards  the  low  birth  rate  in 
Macclesfield  are,  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  women  over 
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middle  life,  the  excess  of  females  over  males,  the  shortage  of 
adequate  housing  accommodation,  and  to  some  extent  the  large 
number  of  women  in  employment. 

The  Death  Rate  of  11.7  for  1935,  shows  an  increase  of  0.2, 
compared  with  the  figure  for  1934.  It  is  the  same  as  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  less  than  that  for  the  121  Great  Towns, 
but  greater  than  the  figures  for  the  140  Smaller  Towns  and  Lon¬ 
don. 

The  Infant  death  rate  of  63  per  1,000  live  births  is  greater 
than  the  corresponding  rates  in  England  and  Wales,  the  smaller 
towns,  the  larger  towns  and  London.  In  1934  the  Infant  death 
rate  was  60.

General  Remarks  on  the  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  Deaths  in  the  Borough  for  1935,  was  448. 
This  is  an  increase  of  10  compared  with  1934. 

Of  the  acute  infectious  diseases,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  each  accounted  for  one  death.  Compared  with  last 
year,  there  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
diabetes,  diseases  of  the  digestive  system  and  nephritis. 

Seventeen  deaths  occurred  from  violence,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Fewer  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza,  Tuberculosis  and 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  than  in  1934,  but  for  En¬ 
cephalitis  Lethargica  and  Cancer  the  figures  are  slightly  higher.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  slight  increase 
in  the  Birth  Rate  and  also  in  the  Death  Rate  compared  with 
the  figures  for  1934. 


The  Infant  Death  Rate  of  63,  is  higher  than  the  corres¬ 
ponding  rate  for  last  year  ;  it  is,  however,  the  fourth  lowest 
death  rate  for  children  under  one  year  of  age  to  be  recorded  for 
the  Borough  sice  1911. 


The  average  Infant  death  rate  for  the  last  five  years  how¬ 
ever,  shows  a  considerable  decrease  on  previous  averages.

x  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  oi  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 

or  County  Council. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  hospital  provision  for  Tuberculosis  cases  in  the 
Borough  except  that  provided  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
at  the  West  Park  Hospital.  Cases  are  at  times  treated  in  the 
General  Infirmary,  but  as  a  rule  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
are  not  accepted.  A  number  of  non -pulmonary  cases  are,  how¬ 
ever,  treated  at  the  Infirmary.  The  County  Council  T.B.  Dis¬ 
pensary  has  been  transferred  from  Pear  Tree  House  in  Jordangate 
to  the  Macclesfield  Infirmary  where  the  County  Council  T.B. 
Officer  for  this  area,  Dr.  Henzell,  attends  every  Friday. 


Maternity  Beds. 

West  Park  Hospital  contains  a  Maternity  Ward  for  private 
patients.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assists 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  suitable  cases  in  the  Hospital 
during  confinement,  and  in  certain  cases  pays  the  whole  lee. 


Children. 

The  General  Infirmary  has  a  Children’s  Ward  and  does  a 
large  amount  of  very  useful  and  necessary  remedial  work.  The 
Town  Council  and  the  Education  Committee  subscribe  to  the 
funds  of  this  Institution. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  has  38  beds  and  is 
situated  in  the  Borough  in  Moss  Lane.  Patients  are  treated 
free.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  a  stated 
number  of  patients  from  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  and 
from  Bollington. 

The  Corporation  also  maintains  a  fully  equipped  Small-pox 
hospital  of  12  beds. 


eneral  Infirmary. 


This  Institution  is  pleasantly  situated  near  the  West  Park. 
It  has  accommodation  for  105  patients  with  separate  male,  female 
and  children’s  wards  and  there  are  special  wards  for  private 
patients.  The  Infirmary  is  supported  largely  by  voluntary  sub¬ 
scriptions  and  poor  patients  are  treated  free.  Ordinarily,  how¬ 
ever,  patients  are  expected  to  pay  according  to  their  cir¬ 
cumstances. 


West  Park  Hospital. 

This  is  the  Institution  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
and  receives  the  sick  poor.  It  is  also  a  general  hospital. 

Both  the  General  Infirmary  and  the  West  Park  Hospital 
are  recognised  as  training  schools  for  nurses,  and  an  arrange¬ 
ment  exists  for  the  interchange  of  staff  between  the  two  Institu¬ 
tions  for  special  purposes. 


County  Mental  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  situated  in  the  Borough  in  the  Broken  Cross 
direction.  Most  of  the  patients  who  receive  treatment  come  from 
various  parts  of  Cheshire  County,  and  from  the  County  Borough 
of  Stockport.  There  is  at  present,  accommodation  for  1,290 
patients,  but  further  extensions  are  about  to  be  made  which  will 
provide  300  additional  beds. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases.  The  Corporation  have  provided 
a  well  equipped  motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  infectious 
cases  which  is  available  whenever  required.  ( b )  Non -in¬ 
fectious  and  accident  cases.  A  Red  Cross  Ambulance  is  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Corporation  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases. 
Special’  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the  Ambu¬ 
lance  by  the  police  in  case  of  accidents.  It  is  also  available  for 
private  cases  of  non-infectious  illness  on  special  terms  for  resi¬ 
dents  and  at  the  rate  of  Is.  3d.  per  mile  for  non-residents,  public 
bodies  and  others,  the  minimum  charge  being  2s.  6d.  The 
medical  practitioners  in  the  town  have  been  informed  of  this 
facility  and  that  the  Ambulance  can  be  engaged  by  telephone.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


Macclesfield  Queen’s  District  Nursing  Association. 

Two  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  Association  for  visiting  the 
sick.  The  Macclesfield  Queen’s  District  Nursing  Association 
performs  very  valuable  work  in  meeting  the  need  for  sick  nursing 
in  the  homes,  and  is  deserving  of  whole-hearted  support  from 
the  public. 


Midwives. 

The  I  ^ocal  Authority  does  not  employ  or  subsidise  any  of 
the  Mid  wives  practising  in  this  Borough.  Arrangements  exist 
by  which  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  defrays 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  of  the  confinement  in  West  Park 
Hospital  of  eases  considered  suitable  and  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


The  following  are  the  standards  required  under  the  terms  of  the  Milk  Special  Designations  Order,  1923,  for  the  various  designations 
which  it  is  illegal  to  use  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  milk,  except  under  licence  granted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Minister 

of  Health. 
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MILK. — Bacteriological  Examination. 

During  the  year,  twenty-four  samples  of  milk  were  pur¬ 
chased  during  the  ordinary  rounds  of  street  delivery  from  (lifer¬ 
ent  vendors  and  submitted  for  detailed  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  and  also  for  the  inoculation  test  for  the  detection  of  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  samples  were  taken  during  February,  May,  July  and 
October.

Tubercle  Bacilli  were  not  detected  in  any  of  the  samples. 


The  results  are  rather  better  than  those  for  the  previous 
year,  the  percentage  containing  Bacillus  Coli.  not  being  so  large 
and  the  bacterial  content  more  satisfactory,  there  only  being 
one  sample  exceeding  the  standard  for  44  Grade  A  ”  milk. 

In  all  cases  where  Bacillus  Coli.  is  present,  the  attention  of 
the  producer  is  called  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  with  the 
requirement  for  the  taking  of  the  additional  care  necessary  to 
prevent  this  undesirable  contamination.  Special  attention  was 
given  to  No.  16. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

Nine  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the 
year,  five  being  transfer  registrations,  the  remaining  three  being 
additional  registrations  as  retail  purveyors,  all  of  whom  were 
resident  in  the  Borough. 

One  resident  purveyor  has  given  up  retailing  milk,  making 
the  number  on  the  register  118. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough  is  86,  85  pro¬ 
ducing  milk  for  sale  and  one  making  butter. 


There  are  100  purveyors  on  the  Register,  62  being  resident 
in  the  Borough,  28  being  also  producers. 


Three  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  under  the  Milk 
Special  Designations  Order,  1928.  One  for  the  pasteurisation 
and  sale  of  44  Grade  A  55  milk  produced  under  licence  from  the 
County  Council,  one  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk,  and  one  for 
the  sale  of  44  Certified  Milk.”  There  is  also  one  resident  pro¬ 
ducer  purveyor  of  Certified  milk  under  licence  from  the  Ministry. 
There  are  also  three  purveyors  of  44  Grade  A  ”  milk  licenced  bv 
the  County  Council,  two  being  resident  in  the  Borough. 


The  ventilation,  drainage  and  floors  of  one  shippon  have 
been  improved,  and  an  additional  shippon  constructed  on  another 
farm. 


Iii  all  during  the  year,  172  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
to  the  registered  premises.  The  Movement  of  Stock  Registers 
were  also  examined  and  signed  during  the  visits  to  the  farms.

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

No  alterations  or  additions  have  been  made  to  the  works 
during  the  year. 

The  following  brief  details  will  be  of  interest. 

The  extended  S  ewage  Purification  Works,  which  were  de- 
signed  to  treat  a  Daily  Dry  Weather  Flow  of  1,623,000  gallons 
and  which  were  completed  in  1033.  continue  to  give  satisfactory 
results. 

FLOW. — The  present  Dry  Weather  Flow  is  approximately  1 ,! 
million  gallons. 

The  total  amount  of  Sewage  received  at  the  Works  during 
the  above  period  was  903,850,000  gallons.  Of  this  amount 
823,104,000  gallons  were  given  full  treatment.  80,746,000 
gallons  were  treated  as  storm  water. 
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The  average  Daily  Flow  was  2,476,000  gallons. 

The  highest  amount  received  in  any  one  day  was  on  Sunday, 
17th  November,  viz.,  7,381,000  gallons  (due  to  rainfall). 

The  lowest  amount  received  on  any  one  day  was  on  Sunday, 
6th  September,  viz.,  1,202,000  gallons. 

SAMPLES. — The  total  number  of  routine  samples,  collected  and 
tested,  was  2,429.  Where  final  effluents  showed  anv  signs 
of  deterioration,  full  analyses  were  given  to  samples  taken 
from  the  different  sections  of  the  Works,  to  ascertain  the 
cause.  Invariably,  the  deterioration  was  due  to  inhibitive 
trades  wastes. 


PURIFICATION.  Calculated  from  the  Crude  Sewage  to  the 
Final  Effluent  the  best  results  shewed  that  97  per  cent,  of 
total  purification  had  been  obtained.  The  average  amount 
of  purification  obtained  throughout  the  year  was  89.8  per 
cent,  which  can  be  considered  as  good. 

SLUDGE.-— Over  3  million  gallons  of  liquid  sludge  was  removed 
from  Sedimentation  Tanks,  Humus  Tanks  and  Storm  Water 
Tanks,  which  entailed  the  emptying  of  160  of  the  Tanks 
mentioned . 


This  sludge  was  disposed  of  without  complaint. 

Several  samples  of  the  Final  Effluent  have  been  collected 
by  the  Mersey  &  Irwell  Rivers  Joint  Committee  Inspectors, 
and  all  have  been  classed  as  “  Fair  ”  Effluents  in  their  Re¬ 
ports. 


Town  Planning. 


New  requirements  in  the  form  of  wider  roads  for  Arterial 
Roads  are  now  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport.  In  con¬ 
sequence  the  scheme,  which  I  understand  was  ready  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  approval,  is  to  be  amended. 


General. 

The  Council  has  decided  if  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  is  given  to  purchase  under  the  Town  Planning  Powers 
“  Ivy  Holme,”  Ivy  Lane,  as  an  Open  Space.

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House  Refuse  Removal  and  Street  Cleansing 

The  removal  of  the  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  by  the  Corporation. 

The  vehicles  employed  are  motor  lorries  with  special  covers. 

Throughout  the  Borough  there  is  a  weekly  removal  of 
domestic  refuse. 

Privy  midden  closets  and  ashpits  which  are  confined  to 
the  rural  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  where  the  sewers  have  not 
yet  been  extended,  are  emptied  as  required. 

The  introduction  of  “  controlled  tipping  ”  during  the  year 
has  proved  very  successful. 


The  cleansing  of  the  streets  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Cleans¬ 
ing  Department. 


The  whole  lias  been  done  with  a  minimum  of  complaints. 


The  Mortuary. 


During  the  year,  43  bodies  were  removed  to  the  Mortuary, 
and  42  post-mortem  examinations  made. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  five  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the 
Borough  with  a  registered  accommodation  for  136  nightly  lodgers. 

During  the  year  32,857  nightly  lodgers  were  accommodated, 
an  increase  of  449  on  the  previous  year,  when  there  were  32,408 
accomm  o  d  a  t  e  d . 


The  Registration  of  two  of  the  keepers  is  renewed  yearly. 


The  houses  have  been  satisfactorily  conducted  and  main¬ 
tained. 

During  the  year  260  visits  of  inspection  were  made. 


The  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 


Thirty-five  shops  where  ice  cream  is  sold  were  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 


Thirty  shops  and  premises  were  used  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice  cream,  the  remaining  five  bought  the  commodity 
ready  made  to  retail  again. 


Bakehouses. 

T1  lcrc  was  no  change  in  the  Register  during  the  year,  there 
being  53  bakers  and  confectioners  and  17  Oatcake  bakers,  a 
total  of  70  in  all. 

There  are  not  any  underground  bakehouses  in  use  in  the 
Borough. 

One  bakehouse  changed  hands  during  the  year.  Another 
bakehouse  was  enlarged  and  improved. 
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The  bakehouses  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  Where  reminders  have  been  necessary  respecting 
the  required  periodical  limewashing,  the  requisite  attention  has 
been  promptly  given. 

In  all  200  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 


The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 


The  above  regulations  are  on  the  whole  well  observed.  Will¬ 
ing  and  ready  compliance  has  been  obtained  with  any  reminders 
which  have  been  considered  necessary  during  the  inspection  of 
shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  and  places  where  food  is  prepared. 


Slaughterhouses. 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  number  of  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  Borough  during  the  past  year. 

Ten  of  the  eighteen  slaughterhouses  are  4 4  Registered  ”  and 
the  remaining  eight  are  44  Licenced,”  with  five  the  Licence  is 
renewed  annually. 

Frequent  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  to  ensure  their  being  maintained  and  conducted  in  a 
proper  manner.  Prompt  attention  has  been  given  to  any  re¬ 
minder  which  has  been  necessary  respecting  the  required  period¬ 
ical  limewashing  or  the  removal  of  the  manure. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  two  offensive  trade  premises  in  the  Borough,  one 
fatmelter  and  one  tripe  boiler. 

Owing  to  complaints  of  the  effluvia  from  the  first  named 
at  different  times  during  the  year,  the  occupier  has  received 
notice  from  the  owners  to  terminate  the  tenancy. 

Both  premises  have  been  frequently  visited  and  inspected 
during  the  year. 


Food  Inspection. 


The  undermentioned,  after  inspection,  were  condemned, 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Eleven  whole  carcases  of  beef  and  part  of  7  carcases,  nine 
sets  of  beef  lungs  and  livers,  and  ten  beef  lungs  on  account  of 
tuberculosis.  One  sheep  carcase  badly  bled  and  discoloured. 
Four  six  pound  tins  of  Pressed  Beef,  and  one  of  Ox  Tongues, 
and  96  one  pound  tins  of  condensed  milk,  unsound.

Milk  54,  Butter  17,  Lard  12,  Pork  Sausages  6,  Fresh  Cream  5, 
Dried  Milk  4,  Ziue  Ointment  4,  Cheese  3,  Condensed  Milk  (Skim¬ 
med  Sweetened)  3,  Tea  3,  Self-Raising  Flour  3,  Tinned  Cream  2, 
Bread  2,  Demerara  Sugar  2,  and  one  each  of  Dried  Mint,  Sponge 
Fingers,  Minced  Beef,  Sultanas,  Currants,  Raisins,  Candid  Peel, 
Ground  Almonds,  Ground  Ginger,  White  Pepper,  Boiled  Sweets 
and  Glacial  Mints.  Total  132. 

Fifty-four  of  the  samples  were  purchased  formally  and 
seventy-eight  informally. 

Thirty-eight  samples  were  purchased  in  the  first  quarter, 
thirty-one  during  the  second,  forty-one  during  the  third,  and 
twenty -two  during  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  samples  of  dried -milk  and  condensed-milk  were  pur¬ 
chased  under  the  respective  regulations  for  the  sale  of  these 
foods,  and  the  samples  of  cream,  sausages,  minced  beef,  boiled 
sweets,  glacial  mints,  and  dried  fruits  under  the  Preservative 
Regulations,  and  were  genuine  and  in  accordance  with  the  regu¬ 
lations. 

The  butter  samples  were  genuine  and  free  from  preserva¬ 
tives.  The  moisture  content  varied  from  13.5  to  15,2  per  cent. 
The  samples  of  lard  were  genuine,  and  the  sample  of  Dried  Mint 
was  free  from  Ailanthus, 
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Milk  sample  No.  107. S.  was  certified  to  contain,  as  compared 
with  the  Sale  of  Mijk  Regulations,  3.6  per  cent,  of  extraneous 
water.  “Appeal  to  the  Cow”  samples  Nos.  108. S.  and  109. S., 
were  genuine.  Proceedings  were  taken  and  the  producer  fined 
£5  and  costs,  a  total  of  £8  3s.  Od.  in  all.  Milk  No.  103. S.  con¬ 
tained  1.4  per  cent,  of  extraneous  water.  The  follow  up  sample, 
No.  110.S.  was  just  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Milk 
Regulations.  The  producer  resided  outside  the  Borough.  He 
was  informed  of  the  results  and  requested  to  investigate  the  cause, 
and  later  called  at  the  office  and  said  he  had  found  a  slight  leak 
in  the  cooler,  which  he  had  remedied. 

The  remainder  of  the  milk  samples  were  genuine.  The  whole 
of  the  milk  samples  were  free  from  preservatives  or  colouring 
matter. 

No  cause  was  found  for  action  to  be  taken  under  Section  4 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922.

Tenants. 

The  first  lot  of  houses  for  the  re-housinv  of  the  tenants 
displaced  from  unfit  properties  were  completed  in  February. 

There  were  82  in  all,  comprising  66  two  bedroomed  houses, 
12  three  bedroomed  houses,  and  -1  bungalows,  suitable  for  elderly 
people. 

When  these  houses  were  nearing  completion,  a  conference 
was  arranged  with  the  Chairmen  and  Vice-Chairmen  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Town  Clerk,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Borough  Accountant,  Borough  Surveyor,  and  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector,  to  consider  and  recommend  the  rents  to  be 
charged  and  also  to  arrange  the  method  for  the  removal  of  the 
tenants.  Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  measures  necessary 
with  special  cases,  and  it  was  decided  to  engage  Associated 
Fumigators  Limited,  to  apply  their  Hydrogen  Cyanide  process. 

The  first  removals  were  completed  on  the  6th  February, 
1935.  and  the  Chairmen  and  Vice-Chairmen  of  the  Health  and 
H  ousing  Committees,  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  visited  the  Estate  to  see  the  furniture 
delivered.  Brief  encouraging  remarks  to  the  tenants  were  given 
by  the  Chairmen  and  Vice-Chairmen,  satisfaction  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  being  expressed  by  the  tenants. 

The  rents  (inclusive  of  rates)  of  these  houses  were  provision- 
allv  fixed  at  6/9  weeklv  for  the  three  bedroomed  houses,  5/7  for 
the  two  bedroomed  houses,  and  3/6  for  the  bungalows,  an  achieve¬ 
ment  which  reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  all  concerned. 

Early  in  the  year  the  second  lot  of  Council  Houses  for  re¬ 
housing  the  tenants  displaced  from  unfit  properties  were  com¬ 
menced.  These  were  34  in  number  and  consisted  of  8  Bungalows, 
20  two-bedroomed  houses,  and  6  three  bedroomed  houses.  They 
were  completed  and  occupied  during  September  and  October, 
making  a  total  of  116  houses  under  the  programme  completed 
to  date. 

Whilst  this  report  is  in  hand,  sanction  has  been  obtained 
for  the  erection  of  a  further  1 83  Council  Houses  for  re-housing 
tenants  displaced  from  the  unfit  properties. 

The  work  of  removal  was  completed  most  satisfactorily, 
and  entirely  without  friction. 


The  Estate  is  situated  on  an  elevated  part  of  the  Borough, 
and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  surrounding  country  with  the 
hills  in  the  background.  The  whole  being  most  pleasant  and 
when  completed  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Borough. 

The  Education  Committee  has  also  given  attention  to  the 
requirements  and  amenities  of  the  Estate  and  have  erected  a 
Council  School  for  the  education  needs  of  the  children. 

t 

This  school  was  completed  and  officially  opened  on  the  10th 
January,  1936. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  35  eases  of  overcrowding 
were  relieved  during  the  year,  21  by  the  removal  of  the  tenants 
from  the  condemned  properties  and  rehousing  them  under  the 
1930  Act,  9  bv  removal  to  Council  Houses,  and  5  bv  removal 
to  other  premises.

In  addition  to  the  demolitions  and  conversion  of  back  to 
back  houses  mentioned  in  the  Housing  Programme,  there  were 
11  houses  demolished  voluntarily,  these  were  all  in  connection 
with  improvements  to  licenced  premises.  With  one  improve¬ 
ment  4  new  houses  were  built  for  rehousing  the  tenants  dis¬ 
possessed  from  the  property  to  be  demolished.  With  another 
improvement  four  houses  had  been  previously  closed  by  Order 
and  had  been  permitted  to  be  retained  as  stores. 

There  were  also  demolished  a  disused  workshop  in  a  small 
confined  court  and  a  small  brick  storeplace  in  a  common  yard, 
resulting  in  improved  yard  space  in  both  instances. 

Eleven  single  back  to  back  houses  were  found  to  have  been 
converted  into  six  through  houses.  These  are  additional  to  those 
mentioned  in  the  programme. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1935. 

Overcrowding  Survey. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  to  the  Compulsory  Survey  required  by  the 
above  Act. 


It  was  decided  that  suitable  enumerators  should  be  engaged 
to  secure  the  necessary  preliminary  details.  The  men  were 
obtained  through  the  local  Labour  Exchange.  They  received 
detailed  instructions  as  to  the  correct  filling-in  of  the  forms 
and  also  to  render  any  assistance  where  such  was  desired  or  re¬ 
quired. 


The  method  proved  very  successful,  the  work  being  com¬ 
pleted  with  expedition  and  practically  without  friction. 

The  officials  at  the  Labour  Exchange  were  most  helpful 
and  a  letter  of  thanks  was  sent  in  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  the 
81st.  December,  1935,  showing  the  work  done  and  the  alterations 
and  improvements  effected  during  the  year  under  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts,  etc. 

During  the  year,  5,834  special  and  routine  visits  of  inspec¬ 
tion  have  been  made,  and  459  nuisances  satisfactorily  abated. 
To  effect  this,  55  statutory  notices  were  served,  and  1,242  pre¬ 
liminary  notices  and  letters  sent,  together  with  a  large  number 
of  personal  interviews.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  legal 
proceedings  to  enforce  compliance  were  not  necessary. 

The  principal  alterations  and  improvements  effected  were 
as  follows  : — 123  new  windows  have  been  fixed  and  62  altered 
to  improve  the  means  of  ventilation.  Fifty-five  bedroom  floors 
thirty-nine  stairs,  seventy-five  ceilings,  seventy-nine  living 
room  and  scullery  floors,  and  ninety-eight  doors  repaired  or 
renewed.  Forty-one  new  glazed  sinks  were  fixed  in  the  place 
of  defective  slopstones.  Water  was  laid  inside  one  house,  and 
the  supply  to  33  houses  improved  by  the  provision  of  new  and 
larger  service  supply  pipes  from  the  mains.  Renewals  or  repairs 
have  been  effected  to  107  roofs  and  99  eavestroughs  or  down¬ 
spouts.  138  house  drains  have  been  cleared,  relaid,  or  improved, 
and  the  paving  of  25  yards  has  also  been  relaid.  The  drains 
of  two  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  main  sewer  and  the 
cesspool  abolished.  Two  privy  closets  have  been  converted  to 
clean  water  closets  and  the  ashpits  into  dry  ash-places  with 
regulation  bins.  Five  waste  water  closets  have  been  replaced 
with  clean  water  closets.  Sixteen  new  clean  water  closets  have 
been  provided  in  connection  with  improvements  and  additions 
to  factory  accommodation.  Thirty-nine  new  and  additional 
water  closets  have  been  provided  in  connection  with  existing 
property  and  284  have  been  built  in  connection  with  new  pro¬ 
perty.  Three  houses  were  improved  by  having  new  and  larger 
sculleries  and  back  bedrooms  built.  Two  houses  had  new  and 
enlarged  sculleries  with  back  doors  provided.  Ten  had  new 


and  improved  sculleries  with  new  and  separate  water  closet  for 
each  house  provided.  Three  had  the  sculleries  rebuilt  and  gen¬ 
eral  repairs  done.  Two  had  the  sculleries  rebuilt,  and  two  had 
a  new  scullery  and  bathroom  built  with  inside  water  closet. 

The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  prevention  of  nuisances 
from  the  keeping  of  animals,  and  for  securing  the  frequent  re¬ 
moval  of  manure  and  the  prevention  of  offensive  accumulations, 
with  special  attention  during  the  hot  weather. 

One  statutory  and  seventy-six  informal  notices  were  served 
and  175  visits  made  to  secure  the  provision  of  251  regulation 
refuse  bins. 

During  the  year,  notices  were  served  on  fifty-eight  tenants 
respecting  the  proper  care  and  use  of  water  closets  and  drains 
and  cleanliness  of  the  yard.  These  nuisances  were  confined  to 
common  yards  with  common  use  of  conveniences. 

In  all  fifty-two  timed  observations  for  the  detection  of  smoke 
nuisances  were  made  and  seventeen  cautionary  letters  sent 
where  cause  was  found  for  complaint. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  110 
visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  80  houses,  and  the 
necessary  instructions  given,  209  supplies  of  disinfectant  have 
been  supplied  for  infectious  cases.  Limewash  for  978  rooms 
was  supplied  and  796  brushes  loaned  for  applying  the  same. 

Seventy-one  cases,  including  thirty-one  from  the  outside 
districts,  were  removed  to  hospital. 

106  houses  have  been  disinfected  after  infectious  disease, 
including  59  after  the  death  or  removal  of  the  patient  in  cases 
of  tuberculosis. 

Early  in  July  the  presence  of  dead  fish  in  the  River  Bollin 
was  reported  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the  Mersey  &  Irwell  Joint 
Committee,  and  information  subsequently  received  that  the 
cause  had  been  traced  and  remedial  measures  carried  out. 


Routine  inspections  were  made  of  the  houses  let  in  lodgings, 
slaughterhouses,  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops, 
offensive  trade  premises,  workshops,  and  common  lodging  houses, 
details  of  which  are  given  under  their  respective  headings. 
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Under  the  ('anal  Boats  Acts,  twenty-five  inspections  were 
made  of  thirteen  canal  boats,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 


When  allowance  is  made  for  the  boats  which  were  met  with 
on  more  than  one  occasion,  the  actual  number  of  persons  occu¬ 
pying  was  20  men,  6  women,  7  boys  and  5  girls. 


The  six  women  were  in  occupation  of  six  boats  and  were  the 
wives  of  the  masters.  The  twelve  children  were  on  eight  boats. 
Four  of  the  families  had  a  home  apart  from  the  boat. 


182  shops  were  visited  and  inspected  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1984,  in  connection  with  which  22  had  not  the  required  notices 
displayed,  2  had  not  proper  washing  facilities,  2  the  closet  accom¬ 
modation  was  insufficient,  7  had  defective  closet  accommodation, 
and  with  three  there  were  other  nuisances.  Subsequent  visits 
are  being  made  for  the  purpose  of  following  up  these  contraven¬ 
tions. 


With  the  administration  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts,  29  in-contact  Sheep  Scab  lambs  and  sheep  were 
traced  in  January  and  February.

On  the  26th  May,  a  suspected  ease  of  Swine  Fever  was  re¬ 
ported,  and  the  measures  as  required  by  the  Order  taken.  The 
outbreak  was  not  confirmed. 


In  October,  96  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in-contact  sheep 
and  lambs  were  traced  in  connection  with  the  outbreak  at  Usk 
in  Monmouthshire. 


On  the  5th  November,  Form  B  was  served  in  connection 
with  88  pigs  which  had  been  in-contact  with  swine  fever.  The 
notice  was  withdrawn  at  the  expiration  of  28  days. 

Form  A  and  disinfection  notices  were  served  under  the 
Anthrax  Order  in  November  in  connection  with  an  outbreak 
of  that  disease  on  a  farm  in  the  Borough,  and  the  precautions 


prescribed  by  the  Order  taken.  Details  of  the  outbreak  were 
obtained  and  reported  to  the  Ministry. 


On  the  25th  November,  in  consequence  of  a  suspected  out¬ 
break  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  within  five  miles  of  the  Borough, 
a  Standstill  Order  was  put  into  operation.  The  outbreak  was 
subsequently  confirmed  and  movement  of  animals  permitted 
by  Licence  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  specified.  In  all, 
265  licences  were  issued  for  the  removal  of  337  cattle,  678  sheep, 
and  66  pigs. 


During  December,  113  in-contact  Sheep  Scab  sheep  and  lambs 
were  traced  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  that  disease  in  dis¬ 
tricts  outside  the  Borough. 


Under  the  Regulations  for  the  Movement  of  Swine,  137 
licences  were  issued  for  the  movement  of  885  swine,  and  110 
duplicate  licences  were  sent  to  other  districts  to  where  the  swine 
were  being  moved,  and  116  licences  were  received  for  the  move¬ 
ment  of  344  swine  into  the  Borough  from  other  districts.  212 
licences  were  received  for  the  movement  into  the  Borough  of 
533  imported  and  Irish  cattle. 

The  Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order,  1931,  which 
requires  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  dealers’  and  hired 
vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  of  animals  by  road,  has  been 
in  operation  throughout  the  year.  The  required  cleansing  and 
disinfection,  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Borough  Surveyor, 
being  done  at  the  Town’s  Yard.  These  arrangements  have 
worked  smoothly  and  have  been  convenient  for  all  concerned. 


The  local  cattle  auction  continued  to  be  scheduled  for  the 
Grading  of  Cattle. 


Under  the  Tuberculosis  (Animals)  Order,  1925,  one  animal 
was  reported  and  dealt  with. 


The  weekly  auctions  and  the  periodical  Fairs  have  been 
regularly  attended  by  your  Veterinary  Inspector  and  your  In¬ 
spector. 
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Where  oceasion  required,  traders’  attention  has  been  ealled 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  Marking  of  Im¬ 
ported  Food  Stuffs  Orders. 


The  usual  classified  statement  is  attached  showing  the 
number  and  nature  of  the  inspections  made  during  the  year,  the 
number  of  statutory  and  informal  notices  served,  and  the  result
